In former times, 
the appaloosawas the property of the Nez Perce 
Indians, and used as their war horse. When the 
Nez Perce were put In reservations, a large 
number of them killed their ponies, but some 
escaped. It was feared that this strain of horse 
would soon be extinct, but In late years breeders 
of horses have increased the strain. The appa- 
loosa Is a strong, fast horse, very highly prized 
by all horsemen.

Did the ranches always have a chuck-wagon? 
I know they took these chuck-wagons and a cook 
with them, on the trail drives, but when did they 
first start?

Dear George, 

The chuck-wagon — the wagon that carried 
food and cooking utensils, stove and eating imple- 
ments — was not always in use in the west. 
Originally a cowpoke carried dough and water 
with him on the saddle, and depended on shooting 
his meal. Later, ranchers brought along pack 
mules. But when the cattle business became big 
business after the Civil War, the ranchers needed 
fast transportation, and transportation that 
could carry food for ten to fifty or more riders. 
That was when the chuck-wagon came into its 
own, with "cookie" to drive it and prepare the 
meals. Even today on some of the big ranches, 
they still use the chuck-wagon, though more often 
it is a converted station-wagon. 



Dear Redmask, 

I read about longhorn steers coming up the 
trails of the west, from Texas. Are there any 
longhorns living today?

Not many . The longhorns were the ideal steer 
for the trail drives, for they were tough and h; 

But the meat they furnished was noi 
like the tender beef we eat today. The longin 
played their part in history, and played it n 
but times change, and so do cattle. Durhams t 
began to replace Longhorns as long ago as 1880. 
Then they began to cross Hereford ca 
longhorns, and got a bigger, heavier steer as a ' 
result. These cattle were known as "white ' 
faces." Today, there is no longer the necessity 
for trail drives: there are railroads everywhere. 
So cattle do not have to be tough and wild to sur- 
vive the dangers of a trail drive. They can fatten 
upon the range, and know that all that's expected 
of them is that they furnish us with "good eating."

They were thought to 
be better than slate or shingled roofs for that 
part of the country, and were a great deal easier 
to make.
